A few years ago, an explor- 
er took a field-radio on an expedition to the jungles 
of the Orinoco River. The white men almost, invariably 
demanded jazz; the Indians, who had never been out of 
the jungles, who had never heard any white man<s music, | 
went into raptures over grand opera and symphony concerts J 
And when Kentucky mountaineers travel 20 to 30 miles by 
wagon and by muleback just to hear a program at a "list- 
ening broadcast station 11 , they show a curious disdain 
for jazz* They are instantly delighted by the better 
music and the symphonic programs, but hold their ears 
when the noise of the Harlem bedlamits is turned on* 
Their natural taste has never been perverted."

The plant of Mie Olympic Disc Kccon! -Corp., 
located at McjitW anil Crock sired*, f-,onif 
Island Cily, according- io an anuomu'emiMil, was 
recently purchased jointly by Harry Pace, of (he 
Pace Phonograph Corp., and John Fletcher and 
has iiecn reorganized as the Fletcher ttocord Co., 
Inc. The officers of the company arc: John 
Fletcher, president, and Harry H. Pace, vice- 
president and treasurer, Mr, .Fletcher has long 
been known in recording circles, having hccii 
one of the pioneers in that field. He was 
the organizer and head of the old Opcraphonc 
Co,, Inc., which one time occupied the same 
plant, it later hcing fake 11 over by llic Olympic 
Disc Record Corp. on whose staff Mr. Fletcher 
was retained in executive capacity, 

Tht- Ff etcher Record Co,, !iu\, has lu'en oper- 
ated, since the acquisition, exclusively for tlic 
production of IJlack Swan Rcconk marSsCteif by 
the Pace Phonograph Coqi. Tt is miderstood 
that ihe plant is now runuitipf to capacity and 
the arrangement with the Tace Phonograph Corp. 
give$ lliis lalter company exceptional facilities, 
vot only for quantity production, but for the 
rendering of unusual service, owing to the loca- 
tion of the plant. 

Harry Pace, president of the Pace Phonograph 
Corp,, in dpeakiuff of the development nf his 
company, said: "We arc now isstiin^ ten mun- 
hers a month instead of llirce, on which hasis 
this husiuess was started. We do our own re- 
cording, plaliiiK, pressing, as welt as priming of 
every tic script iott, hi the ahovc plant."

[After the R£D INGLE di geography was printed in RR, 
I iasue 22V224, we have gratefully received a number 
of letters with comments and additional information. 
Most of theae letters are too long to print in their 
entirety, &nd we have thus tried to extract the 
essential information, which is presented below. 

B ill Emery of Sheridan, Wyoming, writes: The aing- 
~er on "Seruten Yob", on the record label given as 
"Enrothwah" , is slim Hawthorne who did "Hawthorne 
Tonight" on L.A. radio (KNX-?) long time ago. If 
memory serves me, that particular side was actually 
recorded in 1948 during the second union recording 
ban and all non-union instruments were used, inclu- 
ding the famous Hawthorne "Hogantwanger", Also T the- 
re is a possibility that one of the unissued sides 
from the latter days of Ingle recording is "Roll the 
Patrol (Over to the Curb)" - this based on a alight 
recollection of an advance Capitol notice at that 
time* 

Don Ingle of Baldwin, Michigan, writes to say that 
" 'Caroline Tatters' was Karen Tedder, which seems an 
obvious phonetic error on the part of the AF'fiN label 
writer/' The "phonetic error" is confirmed by Rainer 
Lotz, who says that it was his "phonetic misspel- 
ling, based on aural evidence as Jubilee discs did 
not normally have printed labels." Don Ingle also 
mentions two recordings (not listed in the diacog- 
raphy) that were made in Las Paul's studio. These 
were "To Reach a Zone" (a parody on "To Each his 
Own", a 1946 Eddie Howard hit) and "The Things We 
Done Laat Summer", These were in fact demo recorda 
that sold the idea to Capitol Records on the hill- 
billy parody of popular songa. The recordings were 
made in late 1946, at. a time when Red Ingle was 
playing in the Monogram Studios staff orchestra 
underscoring movies under director Eddie Kay,

Bi l l Bennett of East Burwood, Victoria, Australia, 
gives the following new information: An Australian 
LP, Capitol T-011, entitled "Cigareets, Whuskey r and 
Wild, Wild Women", and subtitled "Musics! Mayhem by 
Red Ingle & The Natural Seven", contains the follo- 
wing 12 tracks: (aide one) 1, Cigareets Whuskey A 
Wild Wild Women j 2. Nowhere; 3. People Are Funny j 4. 
Moe-Zcrt's Turkey Trot; 5. "A" You're A Dopey Gal; 
6, Comin 1 'Round The Mountain Marchj (side two) 1, 
■Serutan Yob; 2, For Sentimental Reasons; 3. Turn 
Your Head Little Darlin 1 * 4. Pagan Ninny's Keep 'Er

57-722, not on 57222.

Canadian 78 rpm Capitol C122« 

William F+ Anderson , New York City, writes: As a 
note to the Snader Telescriptiona, I have a Spinora- 
ms LP entitled "Starring the Country Music of Red 
Ingle; also starring the Heppy Jesters", This LP 
appears to include five of the Snader sound tracks: 
Out Of Nowhere, "A" You're Adorable, Man With The 
Big Sombrero, You Can't Be Fit As A Fiddle, and Con- 
certo In E, Side one ia Red Ingle and side two has 
five tracks by "The Happy Jesters", whoever they 
are. Spinorama was a product of Premier Albums, New 
York* This ia Spinorama S-183, "Stereo" (simulated); 
also in "Hi~Fi" as H-1B3.

Born in 
Marietta, Ohio, October )|, 1^85, Francis 
Macmillen (to soell his name corrootly) man- 
aged to absorb the three moat noted violin 
tuitions of the turn of the century: the 
Joachim-Pochschule fur tfusik; the Mier 
school at St. Petersburg j and the Franco- 
Be lgi on tradition at the Brussels Conserv- 
atory* The last tuition seemed to have dom- 
inRtflfl with Kflcmlllen. He received e first 
pri'/.e at the conservatory, together v/ith the 
Van Hals Prize of $0000. He is the only Amer- 
ican, it appears , who ban ever won the Van 
Pals. 

In April, 1Q 16, I received a letter from 
James Dixon of Marietta asking if 1 had any in- 
formation about Francis Macmlllen and inquir- 
ing J f Mscmlllen had ever recorded. Jim had 
enclosed a c lisping from the Marietta Times., 
a column by Ted Issuer, who had written about 
Macmillen," getting most of his material from 
Jim and a booklet written by Nellie Best 
Speary titled Music and Life In Marietta , 
Ohio (1939). 1 euiokly wrote back saying, in 
Effect, that I had oulte a bit of information 
already assembled, that indeed tfacmillen had 
recorded for Gramophone and U. S. Columbia, 
and that 1 had been planning to write up some 
of the mfttttrittl I hed on thin artist for HH. 
Jim Inter sent me a xerox extract from Mrs, 
Speary f a booklet and sunpHod me with infor- 
mation. I did not have. Although 1 learned the 
year of tfacmi lien's death (197?) from the late 
Brooks Morris, the founding conductor of the 
Fort Worth Symphony Orchestra, I do not h^ve 
the exact date or place of his death. If any

Francis Macmillen bad a close connection

In it, Clyde Whit lock say a that 
he first beard Mac-nil Her: at Tor rill, Texas

The V/hitlock feature also reveals an Im- 
portant milestone In Francis Unami Hen's career.

But P a <s e re ws k i did. E e arrived just as 
MacmiUen began the Tchaikovsky (tfacmillen told 
Whltlock that he never played better in his 
entire career than be did that nl^ht). After 
the program Paderewski, who had not touched a 
niano for* a year and was starved for music, 
apoke to Kacfnillen and invited the young vio- 
linist to take a stroll with him while they 
talked about music. Paderowski'a reaction 
to the concert, after so long a time away 
from music, must certainly have been a great 
D at is fact ion to Macmillen. 

According to Whit lock, M a cm 1 lien was us- 
ing a Gragnani violin then given him by a 
French priest during the w*r. The Gragnani is 
a fine violin but hardly In the same class with 
Strsdivarls, Amatis, Kagglnis, or Cuadagnlnls* 
But the Speary booklet says that Macmlllen 
owned a Stradivari, and that is confirmed by 
Alberto Bachmann in his E nc yc 1 ope d la.._ of_the 
Violin (19?^), who reports Macmlllen owning a 
Strad dated l"f?Z* One would also assume from 
Macmll Ion's (c. I9IO) recording of the Second 
Movement of the Ooldmork Concerto, that he 
was using a much finer instrument than a Grag- 
nini for the recording. Jim Dixon wonders 
who now has Mac mi Hen's Strad. 

The Gramophone Monarch recording of the 
Goldmark concerto movement, with the New Sym- 
phony Orchestra conducted by Percy Pitt, re- 
minds us of a fact of musical life. Nearly 
every noted violinist has his "bl^ piece," a 
kind' or bread-and-butter work that serves his 
turn. Mac mi lien's waa the Goldmark* He played 
it at his debut in Vienna In the presence of 
the comnoser, who by then was quite elderly. 
After the work was concluded, Karl. Goldmark 
stood w> to applaud. Later, the two men met 
in a restaurant, and Goldmark told the young 
violinist, "Vou have played my concerto better 
than I have ever heard It played." 

Needless to say, tf^c^illen realized he 
hfifJ a good thlnp going with the Goldmark and 
performed it at his first post -war appearance 
in New York. The noted music critic, 1-S, E. 
Krehblel said, "The player's noble tone, 
lofty serenity and reposeful conquest of the 
technical difficulties of the concerto made 
his playing a distinctly notable achievement*" 

Unfortunately, Macmillon never recorded 
the entire concerto, but the movement h© did 
record with Percy Pitt, .o«e en ^"^° 
his New York performance, certainly su^csls 
that Krehblel l s words are not hyperbolic,

These masters bear no relationship to any 
found on Clover or Marathon so far. The 
label claims registration in the Patent Oflkc 
but no trace of same is found in the trade- 
mark files. Nutmeg was located, and did 
business, at Springdale, Conn, (postal ad- 
dress; P.O. Box 663, Stamford, Conn,) with 
Siegfried Sanders as President, as of Dec. 2, 
1927, according to data from the printed 
copy of the Marathon trade -mark; of which 
Nutmeg claimed use since Nov. 15, 1927. 
New York City telephone directory for 1927- 
8 lists; Nutmeg Record Corp. at 551 5th 
Ave. Clover seerus to date from 1924 or 
1925 and Marathon began in 1927 (as 
claimed in trade-mark registration) and 
possibly lasted to 1929. Thus we can onlv 
uuess that Sterling may fall in range 192-1 
to 1928 or 1929. Data on any other exam- 
ples of this label or the source of the masters 
will be very much appreciated.

Now to the Label of the Month. This 
time we have a real obscure one called 
Sun shine, not to be confused with the 
Spikes' Brothers famous one of 1921 and 
Kid Oiy fame! This one is claimed by 
Sunshine Phonograph and Record Co., 
St. Petersburg Florida. It is a red label 
with all design and printing h\ gold. 
This is the only copy we've ever seen and 
the "B" side i,s pictured. Pull data on 
the record is as follows: Sunshine 4 - A, 
WoodUrk, Cuckoo and Prog (J. P. Wag- 
ner) (8874 -a) ; B, The Nightingale and 
the Prog (EHcnberg) (8873-a). Both sides 
are as by Royal Scotch Highlanders Band. 
The label claims "Recorded in St. Peters- 
burg, Florida" on both sides. The masters 
are handwritten in the wax outside of 
the label and appear, by comparison, to 
be in the same handwriting and series of 
those on Qkeb. This would date about 
January 1925 since Okeh master 8782 is 
December 1924 and 8966 is February 
1925- Questions raised by this issue in- 
clude whether they were actually recorded 
in Florida, whether they were issued on 
Okeh also or were recorded by Okeh for 
Sunshine, what other Sunshines are there 
and did any jazz items from Okeh come 
out on this label? (Oliver, blues singers, 
etc.?!!) These two sides are concert- 
band type performances. 

Has anyone anything to ofTer on this 
label and its ramifications? We would 
like to know how long the label existed t 
the range of its catalog (?), whether the 
material was recorded for its use by Okeh 
or was regular Okeh material actually is- 
sued on Okeh, whether all Sunshine is- 
sues were of Okeh masters, and did any 
jazz come out on the label. Quit e an
